Finally the following resolution* 
were acted on as separate propositions 
ami bolhe were adopted by large ma- 
jorities: 

Resolved, That we favor the free 
and unlimited coinage of both silver 
ahd gold at the present ratio of 16 to 
1, guarded by an import duty upon 
foreign bullion and foreign value and 
the coinage value of tbe metal at tbe 
date of importation, whenever tbe 
bullion value of tbe metal ia leas than 
its coin value. 

Resolved, That thia farmers' nation- 
al congress is in favor of the equal uae 
ot both gold and silver coin as money 
and equally as standard* of value, aad 

to secure this object we favor: 

1. A conference to be called by 
tbe United State* of those nations 
ready to accept bimetallism with the 
unlimited ooinage of both gold anJ 
silver on a rati > to be agreed upon. 

2. A law requiring duties on com 
modities, product of or imported Irom, 
mono-gold nations, to be paid in for- 
eign gold coin. 

3. A law requiriug duties on silver 
imported from gold nations and deD) • 
ing it coinage privileges at our mint*.

Declaration ol the Farmers' 
National Congres*. 



Atlanta, Oa., Oct. 14.— The far * 
mere’ national congres* devoted much 
of its time to-day to national tinance 
aud declared for tbe free coinage ot 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. The 
committee on resolutions had a dozen 
pnqiositions, differing veay little ex 
c«pt in their warding anil there was 
a long debate, but without leadership 
on either side. 

Tbe committee’s report favored free 
coinage of bothe metals at the present 
ratio, guarded by au import duty on 
torign coin. An effort was made to 
table the report but this was over- 
whelmingly voted down. 

Finally the billowing resolutions 
were acted on as seperate propositions 
and bothe wrere adopted by large ma- 
jorities: 

Resolved, That we favor the free 
ami unlimited coinage of both silver 
slid gold at the present ratio of 16 to 
1, guarded by an import duty upon 
foreign bullion snd foreign value and 
the coinage value of the metal at the 
date of iin]K>nation
